is a 'great deal of care taken of me. After 
While I found that he had gone ateay, and left 
me at this, house to. be sold; and that’s why 
they took such pains with me. 

“ 1 didn’t mean to get well, and hoped I 
shouldn't; hilt in spite offpie the fetor went off) 
and I-greiv healthy, and finally got up. Then 
they riiade me dress up every day, and gentle¬ 
men used to come in, and stand, and smoke 
their cigars, and look at me, and ask quo- 
and debate tho price. I was so. gloomy and 
’silent 'that none of them wanted me. They 
threatened to whip me if I wasn’t glivcr, and 
didn't take some puins to make myself agree¬ 
able. ..At last, one day came a gentleman 
named Stuart. He seemed to.; have some feel¬ 
ing for me: he saw that something dreadful 
was on my heart, and he came to see me alone 
a great many times, and finally persuaded me 
to tell him. He bought me, at last, and prom¬ 
ised to do all he could to find arid buyback 
my children. He went to the hotel where my 
Henry was; they told liim he had been sold to 
a : planter up the Pearl river—that is the last 1 
over heard. Then he found where my daughter 
was; an old woman was keeping her, training 
her. for the market; he offered, an immense 
stim for her, but they would pp.t sell her. But¬ 
ler found out that it was for me lie pvanted her, 
and he sent me worid that I should hefor h'ave 
her. I never even saw her after tha-t. 

“ Captain Stuart was very kind to me. Ho 
hqd a spfondid plantation, ajid took me to it. 
In the course of a year I had a son born. Oh. 
that'child! How I loved it. How just like 
my 1 pCrir Horiry the little thing looked ! But I 
had-made up my mind—yes,-1 had—1 would 
never again let a child live to-grow up. I-took 
the iittie fe}low in my arms -when he was two 
weeks old, arid kissed him, gnd c^ied .owr him, 
and theri‘1. gato liim laudanum, and held him 
close to- my bosom - while'' he slept 'to”death. 
How I moaned arid cried over ft! .and Who ever 
dreamed that it was anything .but a mistake 
that liad made me give it the.laudanuml /jam 
not. jsojry to this day. It’s one of the few things 
Ch-itt Tni glad' of.'even how, ’ He at least is out 
of all pain. What better than death could I 
give him? 

“After a while the cholera came, and Cap¬ 
tain Stuart died, feverybody died that wanted 
to live; arid I—I, though I went down to death’s 
door—J lived! Then I was sold, and 'passed 
from hand to hand, till I grew fadod and 
wrinkled, arid I .had a, fever; and then- this 
wretch bought me and brought me here—and 
here I am.” 

The woman- stopped. Site had hurried On 
through her story, with a wild, passionate ut¬ 
terance—-sometimes seeming to addross it to 
Tom, and sometimes speaking as in a soliloquy. 
So vehement and overpowering was the force 
with which she spoke, that for a season Tom 
was beguiled even from tlie pain'of hiswduhds.

Doceinher, 1850. addresses the free 
people of'e'olor, and advises their emigration, 
to Liberia. We give the following passages, 
from Mr. Birnev's pamphlet: 

You will soon have to make an election j— 
inevitable one, too—depending upon th 
open deeds of your class, rather than on their 
more seeret thoughts. The election to which I 
refer js contained in ibis question, which eajilr 
of you may ask .himself—-- 1 Shall 7, if I am 
able, emigrate from, this country V If yiu 
have made, up your minds nut to emigrate, 
there will be no use in your determining to 
what country yon should go. I am 1 not una¬ 
ware of the noble-resolution- passed in yoto 
meetings'some years ago—thait you Would Tie- 
main here;-and abide the destiny of'your col¬ 
ored friends in Slavery. Neither am I unja- 
ware, that .when- this resolution was made 
known, your presenoe and good conduct amoiig 
us were thought.might be made serviceable in 
gaining liberty for the enslaved. But that diiy • 
passed.. by—that expectation,.apparently So 

ill founded, is vain. The .state of the oase 
that rendered your resolution: magnanimous, 
has changed. Your presenoo here, now, can 
he of no service to your enslaved brethren, 
remaining, you only, destroy yourselves. 

- submitting, Buffering, ultimately dying, 

, can effect.nothing-on the hearts and dp- 
termination of your oppressors and the op¬ 
pressors of your brethren. The.nobleness [>f 
your conduct nmy extract, the remark, that 
‘ such a fellow pught to have, gone to Liberui-j- 
he would .have been a great .acquisitipn there.’ 

”••* no more .influence on. thosq wjio could 
him than the. last gasp of a ; wovn-oijt, 

German would, on-the petty despots qf his op¬ 
pressed countrymen, or of an Irishman, on the 
tyrannous rulers of Ins brethren. Wo think 
mare highly of them, coming oyer, to-ffris cow i- 
try, than of their wilting,.'and.' at "length sinli- 
ing down ingloriously at home. Espeuially oo 
we, if hy their self-restraint they save some¬ 
thing, and send to their friends, to get theni 
away too. A plan is,prepared by your end- 
mica—it is tliis: they are delerminegto get you 
away, that they may maintain slavery more un¬ 
disturbed.* As parts of this plan, they are 
resolved (and when did they fail in any projeejt 
to support"slavery?) to extend it—to bring 
more persons to ,be interested and implicated 
in it, arid thus to make all the. mighty powei- 
of the Government'subservient to it's existence 
and confirmation.” 

“ As long as there is any well-founded hopp 
that the principles Of our Government would 
prevail, and that they would in the end exteri- 
minoto slavery, I wished you to remain heni 
While I feel still-convinced that—should wp 
advance in population and wealth' as tee have 
done for the last: fifty years—slavery will finali 
ly disappear, as it now has in almost (til Enrol 
pean countries, its,abolition will nbt-be:brought 
aljou.t Jjyi the principles of the Government, hut 
’ey the causes mentioned, and others united 
with them- Slavery is ,a most expensive thing 
in a dense state of population. When this i® 
the case; firCehien will perform, and periforrri 
better than slaves, the offioes to which (he lat-i 
iter are often called. .Shodld. it ever be sub¬ 
mitted' to me, for Lnstanoe, wbethor a friendj 
shpuid ,go to purgatory—from which it is saidi trust it 
he' maybe -gottett but—-or to hell, frorii which!

West IndipB, andj 
Liberia—to which you can.go, and to the last; 
two-you may be said to be invited.” 

After .Mine discouraging remarks as to Can-; 
ada and the West billies, Air. Birney thus 
closes'Ms addr ess:" 

1 Of Liberia, I intend to say but little. Sho 
is now, and she lias been for the last four years, ‘ 
politically detached from this Government s 
She is entirely free, and her national indopend-1 
once has been recognised by Franeo -and Great j 
Britain. What is true of rt has been as Weill 
said as I could say it—perhaps mueh better, i 
It would be strange, indeed, if its ; warm advo- 
cates had not, in commending it, gone a go'od 
deUl beyond the truth. -That Liberia- is noi 
elysium, is very clear to my mind.. Should you j 
.conclude, to emigyate to it, I,.would.‘pot have 
you imagine, that you are going to any such- 
place. In saying this, I intend no disparage¬ 
ment of Liberia, below- other nr w countries, 
but; they all'testify to. the truth of the -remark. 

In going, there you are going to a-land—rich 
and fertile I belieye it to bp—in which, much 
work,' particularly of the rough kind, is to be 
done, before ‘the conveniences arid advantages 
'you ieavb behind can be had; where labor of | 


counsel I have thought it well to offer, were, 
at first, rejected by you all. Indeed, it would 
more surprise me, if it were not—although you 
must see that it is offered for your good*—that 
it springs from the oppressive principle that 
gave birth to, the Colonization Society, and from 
the wrongs inflicted on you by the whites— 
wrongs that you are unable to resist. I am 
fully prepared, too, for permanent opposition 
on the part of two classes of the colored people. 
1. Those who have made money, hoteever small 
in amount it must be when compared with the 
whites, and wish to enjoy it here, content that 
they and their families suffer all the imposi¬ 
tions they now suffer—impositions that, if the 
belief I entertain is true, will be aggravated in 
future. 2. Those who have not more energy 
or force of character than will suffice them to 
run their chance of getting enough in this 
country to eat and wear. 

“ To these two Glasses, knowing it would be 
useless,' I have nothing to' say. But to' the 
more noble-minded—to those who wish to get 
from,under the pressure of irresistible, unjust 
power—to those who wish to give full sweep 
to the faculties which God has given to all his 
children, to those who wish to make men " 
themselves—to those, the sooner the idea 
proposed, the better, j: 

I have said that, at first, my counsel. Will be 
rejected, by all of you. There may, however, 
be a few teho will riot' reject it; shell as have 
had rather a dim or obscure view of the plan 
proposed, and who would not- even mention 
what they knew; for fear of incurring an 
odium which they could not meet, or of sepa¬ 


rating from a class of which they still wished 
triform 1 a part. 

“With these 1 exceptions, and only as excep¬ 
tions ought they to bo considered, the colored 
people have fallen into-tho notion—a notion in 
which, perhaps, they haye-heen trained—that 
it is: a point of honor for them to remairi in 
this country as long as their colored brethren 
are enslaved, and that it will gratify tin 
enemies, the Colonizationists, should they go 
Liberia. Admitting that the Colonizationists 

■- all they are supposed to be—m thing I feel 

inclination to eontrovert—it ft) aii vmteorthv 
motive, and it will be assure to injure you, 
any other unworthy motive is sure;to. jnju 
him teho entertains it; it matters not he 
small the thirigniay be, or whether he agait 
whom the wrong may be-done knows 'of' it 

/Jut ought the whole matter, of your en 
.giution to be thought of thus ? It is too il. 
‘portent to he committed'to the direction of, 
; feeling and'passion. It' origfit tribe' submitted, 
to our best judgment, to our most- deliberate 
{reason, the ,highest faculty of our nature! and 
therefore well adapted for deciding .such qups- 
, tions. A fair appeal to this power will onatle 
yon to determine -whether, on the whole, you 
should leave this country, arid what other you 
should seek. 

“ But,you will, .no:doubt, say that this coun¬ 
sel, coming from an old and reputed, friend, 
will precipitate on'you evils which you aro un¬ 
prepared for, and which otherwise you would 
notlsrifferi I' would- be- very far from aiding, 

, in .any-way,; in. bringing about such a state of 
things; por,dp 1 think that, what- I have said 
will do sp. But it must bo, reMpipbeyed, that 
the * oppressor ” here has “power,” and that 
he has all the'effective and official departments 
of the Government on his side; that the whites 
have already explained away and overlooked 
the provisions of their Constitution; that they 
have forgotten and disregarded the humanity 
we owe all our "fellow-beings, arid.'that they 
will proceed as far as’thev may thirik necessary 
■to accomplish their purpose, ( no matter- what 
,inay. he the extremity. ';! . 

• Butjqme of you, jn your,,tlejectiqn; and In 
your oppugnation to injustice, may say we 
can super it. That may be. I wilt not.dla- 
pifte it. ■ But to be cast dotenj discoul-aged, 
becomes'no one whose constant! aim in to do 
right, least of all, him who aspires to lead! 
others by perilous paths to safe places. 

“While it must be almost needless to say to 
you 1 that 1 the cdunsel I have offered is only 
the.-expression of my opinion, that it can be 
disapproved of if unsound, and that if- un- 
soupd .it has no binding force. Qp itny. .one, 1 
trust it is equally needless to say, that its 
fair' and candid consideration will be very, 
gratifying, and that this gratification will be 
much increased, if it should- lead to happy 
results.”

CINCINNATI COLORED CONVENTION. 

•We gave last week’ a brief'-aceoaiit: of the 
Colored. Convention at Cincinnati, arid 
copy from tlie Louisville Courier some further 
particulars, which will be read with interest. 

A State Convention of the colored men of] 
Ohio, was in session, at Cincinnati last week. 
The JSfonpariel of that city says 1 that the idea 
of Colonization seems 1 to be growing in favor,! 
and ariiong the:many letters to the Convention, 

■ this sentiment was-evidently predominant-, 

• The'Cinciririati'dfoxe'ftc says: 

“Wo w£re much surprised''to find the prfo 
domihaiit sentlmeiit of'the Convention in favor 
of some scheme of Colonizatidri or emigration. 
In his opening address, the President took 
strong ground in favor of some plan of emigra¬ 
tion that should secure the nationality ofliis 
race; and te6 observed that three-fourths of 
the body warmly applauded his positions. This 
We thirik a now movement among the colored 
population of this country. 

“After the opening of the Convention yester¬ 
day .afternoon, some time was devoted to a free 
expression of opinion on the part of delegates, 
-relative to the poliey of emigration. 

Wm. A. Day, a graduate of Oberlin College, 
i not in favor of a general emigration, but 
,1A nni discourage individuals whe 


and where ; after struggling with,difficulties for 
a life-time,"you will die, leaving things, it is to 
'be hoped, better than yoii found them. There 
may be some exceptions ; but I apeak: not of 
.them, hut of the general.social condition- 

“Xastly, hajving seen the miseries and evils 
o£ slavery here, in every way, it is to he sup¬ 
posed that you will, exercise restraint enough, 
not only writ to engage in it yourselves, brit to 
discountenance any approach to it in others. 
b]hiq should be done, on the first and least at¬ 
tempt that way; for, although the secondary 
law, and' even constitutions, may forbid slavery, 
as is the ease in some of our free States, yet 
slavery may;-substantially; be .practiced',- 'arid 
you, here: see ‘ what a great matter a little fire 
kindleth.’ And yet I. must say—considering 
who are at the head of. the. Colonization .oause 
in this country, many of them being themselves 
slaveholders, or the friends of slavery here— 
it. would not much surprise me if you were to 
become, somewhat implicated in it"; especially, 
.too, w-hen I remember that some, of our-early 
settlers fled to our own country to avoid per¬ 
secution, rind became a good deal remarkable 
tbr persecutors here. But be assured, if you 
tolerate slavery among you,, the foundation 
will be laid of much trouble; of a superstruc- 
ture.that will be weak and unstable, and that 
will lnot stand a heavy blow. But putting 
aside all this—notwithstanding reports, which 
I must say aro not favorable, have been set on 
foot, but which, although they have, been' reite¬ 
rated, I tjrust have been amply disproved from 
the most reliable -sources. What recommends 
Liberia to me for you, and what ought to rec¬ 
ommend it to you, is. that the germs of civili¬ 
zation are there,, and the white man does not 

“ It would not mack surprise me, if the 


the right kind! is scarce, anfr hard to bo ob-1 posed to emigrate to the coast of Africa, tho 
taioed.; , where society is .rude and uncouth, ! West Indies, or elsewhere. 


“ Mr. C. H. Langston, of .Columbus, was de¬ 
cidedly in favor of general emigration to some 
territory on '.the American continent, where 
his race could exist as a nation,, and bo allowed 
to govern themselves He saw no prospect of 
social and political elevation for those of Afri- 
can descent in the United States. 

“ All teho spoke seemed agreed in opposition 
to the specific measures of the African Coloni¬ 
zation Society, maintaining that its promoters 
wero not the true friends of colored people. 

The following extract from: a letter from 
Capt. Cassius M. Clay is published: 1 

“ For my f>art, much as I sympathize yith 
Hungary and her noble sons, I harie just as 
much heart for the wrongs ‘of Africa and her 
sons! I care nothing for that ‘ right ’ which 
regards .caste—nothing for that philanthropy 
wnidli extends not to all climes and colors. 
I have no faith iri the permanent inferiority of 
nations, Virtue, patience, energy, self-denial, 
and an eternal purpose to improve, may place 
the African where the Saxon now is! While 
the opposite vices may. degrade the Saxon be¬ 
low the African. I avoid no responsibility— 
my advice shall be given 'its freely as it is 
asked. So far as morals are concerned,- you 
will find tho best gnido in the Christian teach¬ 
ing, So; far as social interests are concerned, 
you. have a long probation before yc ' 
long as the slavery of your race exists, I 
social equality, even in the frei 
impossible. But, as Burns- has it; 
man for a’ that.’ I would advise universal 
education, as the first desideratum, rigid econo¬ 
my in dress and.all luxuries. 

“ The blacks should get momey. Let them 
go into trade, become farmers, manufacturers 
when capital and employments are lacking, 


let them combine and thus reduce the expense 
of living, ■ and increase the productive power. 
With regard to “political rights” you must 
bide your time. The best road to political 
elevation lies through the road of industry 
and self-respeet; which will at last wear us 
into a generous magnanimity. Above all, let 
me, who am regarded (unjustly though it be) 
as a man of blood, urge upon you obedience 
to the law. After a while, if your oppressors do 
not knock off your chains, you will outgrow 
them ! And may God defend the right? ” 

Letters were also read in the Convention 
from B. F. Wade, United States Senator, and 
from-Messrs. L. D. Campbell, Charles Durkee, 
Hr. Townshend, and Horace Mann, Representa¬ 
tives in Congress. Tho two first named urgo 
the blacks to devote themselves to industry in 
the mechanic arts, agriculture, and trade, and 
to promote universal education among them¬ 
selves ; and all of the letters encourage hopes 
that a better future awaits the colored race in 
this country. ..."
